Icy Streets 


Two more traffic accidents occurred over | 
the week-end in which the blame was placed | 
on the icy condition of Edmonton's streets. 
This brings to an inordinately ,high total 
the number of mishaps which have taken 
place this winter from this cause. 

In fact, the streets department appears | 
to have made a rather poorer job of sanding 
streets and sidewalks this winter than dur- 
ing winters in the past. 

The hazard is doubtless increased by the 
fact that the periodic thaws of this Season 
have left lumpy deposits of ice on most road- 
beds. The comparative mildness of the win- 
ter, up until the present severe spell, has 
thus increased the traffic hazard. These con- 
ditions should not lead to carelessness in the 
matter of sanding—nor in driving. 


A map showing a continent-wide string 
of large cities, separated by vast stretches 
of semi-occupied and only partially develop- 
ed territory, is not a chart for prosperity. 
That was the*set-up which precipitated and

It is to be hoped that the public officials 
whe are in Europe to direct the stream of im- 
migrants to Canada are sorting them out 
with a clear understanding that it isn’t more 
city-dwellers the country needs or can ac- 
commodate, and that they are impressing 
this fact upon those to whom they give the 
pass-word. 

City-growth will take care of itself if the 
resources which lie far from the bright lights 
are developed. Otherwise, the conditions of 
which Vancouver now complains will inevi- 
tably reproduce themselves in other centres. 
There is never wanting a large enough mig- 
ration of people from country to town. The 
constant danger is that this trend will become 
too large. It has been too large during the 
war and post-war years. It is the vacant spac- 
es that need filling up.

Some woodwinds are provided 
with double reeds at the mouth- 
piece, These are two little slips of 
cane, fastened by silk thread to the 
tube, The wind forced between 
these reeds by the breath produces 
a most unusual sound 

The oboe is the most melodious 
of the double-reed = instruments, 
In quick movements it strikes a 
light-hearted note; in slow move- 
ments its tone is apt to sound sad 
and plaintive, The oboe is used to 
give the pitch for the whole or- 
chestra by sounding the note A, to 
which the rest of the orchestra 


| tunes. This practice is said to date 


from the time of Handel, when the 
oboe was the principal wind instrue 
ment 

The English horn is the tenor or 
alto oboe The mouthpiece con- 
taining the double reed is bent at 
right angles, For this reason the 
French name for this instrument 
was originally cor angle or bent 
horn, Later the word angle, mean- 
ing bent, was replaced by anglais, 
meaning English, The reason was 
that people came to mistake the 
words since angle and anglais are 
pronounced much the same 

he bassoon is really the bass of 
the oboe group. The tone has @ 
rather comical quality; the instrue 
ment is sometim called the 
clown of the orchestra Mendel- 
ssohn called for the bassoon to iml- 
tate the braying of Bottom in his 
Midsummer Night's Dream music, 

The clarinet has a single reed at 
the mouthpiece. The instrument 
has a beautiful tone—rich and 
organ-like, The player uses differ 
ent clarinets according to the scale 
variations in the music, They are 
built to play in the C, B, A and EB 
flat keys The bass clarinet has 
a turned-up metal bell and looks 
somewhat like the saxophone. 

The flute and the piccolo are the 
only woodwinds without a reed, 
The flute is of ancient origin. A 
great flutist of antiquity was Cleo- 
patra’s father, Ptolemy; he is gen 
erally known {tn history as Ptolemy 
Auletes or Ptolemy the Flute 
player 

The mouthplece of the modern 
flute is a hole set in the side of 
the instrument, There are a nume 
ber of other holes farther down; 
these can be stopped up either by 
the fingers or by keys, The flute's 
tone has been described as sug- 
gesting the hollow sound of a 
dove's cooing. It ig frequently used 
to imitate birds 

The piccolo is slightly less than 
half as large as an ordinary flute, 
It sounds an octave higher, mak- 
ing it the highest volce in the or- 
chestra; so high, indeed, that one 
piccolo is enough for almost any 
composer, Since it is really a small 
flute and the player uses a flutist's 
technique very often the third 
flute-player in the orchestra is pro- 
vided with a piccolo to play for 
specia) parts, Its shrill piercing 
notes are used for tearing, whist- 
ling sounds in music of a stormy
